,Naval Officers Supreme 


Rulers of Little Island 


In Pacific • 


LITTLE ROCK, Oct. 25.—The dra- 


matic story of America's only history 
of English and Spanish colonies, was 
told here today by Senator Joseph T. 
Robinson on his return home from 
Samoa, in the South Seas. 


Senator Robinson went to Samoa 


late last summer ns a member of the 
American Samoan Commissioni His 
informal report, in a newspaper state- 
ment issued today, gave an interest- 
in!; picture of native life and Manners 
under the American flag in the South 
Seas. Samoa has always been ruled by 
a naval officer, holding unlimited 
powers as governor under the Amer- 
ican president. Senator Robinson said 
that despite this arbitrary delegation 
of power, utterly foreign to American 
principles of democratic government, 
our rule in Samoa has been upright 
tind successful. 


Robinson's Story 


However, the Samoan commission 


was sent acrossJhc Pacific to formu- 
late a more democratic system of gov- 
ernment, if deemed advisable. In his 
newspaper statement here this morn- 
ing Senator Robinson spoke as fol- 
lows:

"In February, 1900. a treaty was pro- 


, claimed between the United States, 


Great Britain and Germany, by which 


KUJj.. both Germany and Great Britain re- 
•>"-'' hoimccd' their rights iuid'claims"over 


the islands of the Samoan group east 
of Longitude 171 west of Greenwich, 
to the United States. Great Britain 
and Germany signed a separate agree- 
ment by which Great Britain re- 
nounced in favor of Germany rights 
and claims to certain other Samoan 
islands now known as Western Samoa. 
Germany yielded her claims over the 
Tonga Islands to Great Britain. The 
only interest of the United States in 
thai part of the world seems to be 
the maintenance of lines of commun- 
ication with the then recently acquir- 
ed Philippine Islands. 


Navy Officer Supreme 


"The naval appropriation 
act of 


March 2. 1893, had authorized the es- 
tablishment of a naval supply, coal 
.••nil Merchant Marine station on the 
.shores of the bay or the harbor of 
ljago P»BO in -the Island of Tutuilt, 
Samoa,; and steps had been taken to 
establish the station. There arc two 
croups trf islands in American Samoa. 
Knrly in 1900 the chiefs of one of the 
jirmip;: ceded the territory 
to 
the 


United States, and in 1904 the other J 
j'toup took the same course. 


".Since IHil'J our 
government 
has 


maintained a naval station on the 
island ol Tutuila (which is the largest 
m the American island^) under the 
authority of a treaty 
between the 


United States and the king of the 
Samoan Islands and a deed made 
puisuaut to the treaty. 


"Congress .took no action regarding 


the cession of the islands, and their 
status from n legal standpoint was in- 
definite until 11)29. when a joint res- 
i lutinn was passed accepting the ccs- 


^ inn of the islands and creating a com- 
mission to be composed of two mem- 
ber, of the Senate, two members of 
the House of Representatives, and two 
I'ative chiefs with uu^orily to recom- 
mend what laws and officers arc nec- 
t.-.sary for the gdvcrnmcnl of Ameri- 
can Samoa. 


"Fur more than 30 years the presi- 


dent has governed through naval of- 
liccrs, who have exercised absolute 
iiiu! unlimited 
authority. There is 


nothiui? in existence comparable in 
principle to the present government, 
although the past reveals more or less 
:iiialogoiiM situation with respect to 
the Hawaiian Islands, the Philippines, 
the Virgin Islands and Porto Rico, In 
American Samoa, from time to time, 
I he president |has appointed, naval 
c fficcra to act as governor. These gov- 
ei nors have made the laws, and have 
served as judges to interpret and ap- 
ply them. There have been surpris- 
ingly few cases in which the gov- 
ernor has abused his authority. It is 
of course, entirely out of harmony 
with our conception of political in- 
stitution.1; to vest, in one person the 
power t'j make, to interpret, and. to 


. enforce the laws.

Some Kei-ommendalions 


"Our commission have unanimously 


agreed, on certain important change, 
us follows: 


"1. We recommend u bill of rights 


incorporating all those portions of 
the first 10 amendments to the consti- 
tution of the United States that ap- 
pear to be applicable to conditions in 
American Samoa. 


"The report of the commission does 


not guarantee the right of trial by 
' jury, tor the reason that the Samoans 


have np 'familiarity with that pro- 
cedure, and declare themselves unable 
to make it effective in tljp adnxinis-

Dairy Herd Should

Poor Producers Should Be 


Taken Out of Herd 


Before Winter 


The practice of weeding the dairy 


herd cannot be overestimated this 
fall. The poorer producers, which do 
riot pay for their feed, but which 
b'oanj should by all means be culled 
out according to County Agent Lynn 
Smith. Following is an. article rela- 
tive to taking out the boarders and 
to the use of our limited supply of 
feed written by W. H. Woolsey, well 
known dairy man pf the Extension 
Service: '

While the rainsr have heloed .pas- 


ture and feed conditions for the pres- 
ent, yet the real crisis will come, so

when .they go into the barn and are 
put on winter feed. Manv farmers 
may feel that they must sell some of 
their stock and that they cannot furn- 
ish feed for the number that they 


While it is crue that some of the 


cows which, have been milked when 
butterfat prices were more favorable 
have paid a little profit, yet witlv the 
lower prices, now prevailing these 
same cows would be milked at a loss 
and should be sold. But this condi- 
tion presents a problem which mus 
be faced in a sensible practical way 
The better cows, and especially the 
heifers from the good cows, should b< 
keot.

Be- 
cause of its far-reaching influences on streamflow and sciil 
erosion, it is essential that all land of this type be kept per- 
manently forest-covered- 


• This-is-the forest situation in Arkansas~at this time. It 


is high time for a strenuous and determined campaign of edu- 
cation for conservation of timber, for restocking the forests 
through second-growth of timber, for fire prevention, and 
selective cutting to insure continuous production by main- 
tainirig fully stocked stands of desirable kinds of trees. 


This program of education can be carried out in the 


schools and elsewhere. At present there is no organized cam- 
paign for such a purpose. There should be organization, ef- 
fective aad determined, operating under warrant of law. 
The State of Arkansas should exercise its authority through 
the creation of a State Forestry Department. Only when 
aueh an authoritative state agency exists, can a forestry pro- 
gram function that will yield the desired results.

The National High School Orches- 


tra has become o live and compelling 
force in America and it's fame has 
spread far beyond the borders of our 
own country. Europe is now asking 
to hear this orchestra. Urgent and 
repeated requests to bring the aggre- 
gation to the Continent have been 
voiced and plans are now under way 
to take the orchestra abroad in the 
summer of 1931. 


The school band and orchestra are 


purely American developments and 
so successful have they been in this 
country that the European

They 
are supposed to stop, after taking 
these new positions, for "at leasl 
a second" before moving on into 
tiie play. 


In that second of pause, the de- 


tVii.se team must align itself to 
meet the attack. 
It may be a 


smash off-tackle, Rockne's most 
powerful play, or, it may be a 
puss which appears to lie a line 
play. Again, the fullback may take 
the leather right through Ihe 
heart of the line.
